• Columbus, Feb. 7.—Most legisla- 
tors left for 'their homes today fol- 
lowing the adjournment of the legis- 
lature last night. Senate and house 
chambers and capitol corridors were 
empty and silent, compared with the 
bustling air that has existed about 
them for the last thtee weeks.' 


About fifty bills, ready to be made 


laws, await the signature -of Gov- 
ernor Cox as the concrete result of 
the work of the special session of the 
Eightieth General Assembly 
The 


session opened Jan. 19 and lasted al- 
most precisely as long as the govern- 
or predicted several months ago. 


The administration program of 


legislation was carried out in the 
main. An overwhelming Democratic 
majority in both house and senate 
worked smoothly at moat times along 
the lines laid down by Governor Cox 
in his special messages to the assem- 
bly. 
- The Mills bill providing for the is- 
sue of bonds with which munici- 
palities might buy utilities, is the 
only administrat'on 
measure 
that 


struck a Btone wall of opposition and 
it is possible that the house may be 
whipped into line to pass this with- 
out the Kramer amendment when 
the legislature convenes again for a

What is considered the most im- 


portant of the administration meas- 
ures to meet absolute defeat was the 
proposal to submit to the people at 
the primaries next fall an amend- 
ment which provides one Common 
Pleas judge for each county in the 
state. 
This was in the form of a resolu- 


tion and the lower house after vot- 
ing It down, refused to consider it so 
as- to eliminate all chances of re- 
consideration of the resolution when 
the legislature meets again Feb. 16. 


The rural school reform plan was

Warning Issued Against 


Quacks Who Experiment 


With Radium Treatment 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TEUMRAMl 


New York, Feb. 7.—The New 


York city department of health to- 
day issued a warning against quacks 
who might seek to take advantage of 
the popular interest aroused by re- 
cent experiments with radium in the 
treatment of cancer. 
In its report 


the department says: 


"In view of the 
popular furore 


which the radium treatment of can- 
cer has excited in this country it 
seems advisable to Bound a note of 
warning. According to the best au- 
thorities, the radium treatment of 
cancer is as yet a matter of experi- 
ment, and what successful results 
have beer obtained concern chiefly 
the treatment of external cancers, 
particularly those of the skin. Even 
though radium may eventually prove 
a much greater value than has been 
the case in the past it must not be 


overlooked that the first principle 
in cancer teratment is still early 
recognition and thorough removal. 


"Thus far there is practically no 


proof that radium has finally cured 
any one case of advanced and dis- 
seminated cancer. 
There is every 


reason to believe that the popular 
interest aroused In the radium treat- 
ment of cancer will be utilized by a 
large number of dishonest 'monex 
getting' establishments conducted by 
individuals with little or no radium 
and who have no knowledge of its 
use. 


"This has been the experience in 


Europe, where the popular enthusi- 
asm about radium appeared earlier 
than it did here. The great danger, 
of course, In all these cures, is the 
valuable time which may be wasted, 
thus 
frequently- dissipating 
all 


chances of cure by surgical opera- 
tions.

poses any proposition for an investiga- 
tion of an alleged wrong is at once 
stamped as a friend of the wrongdoer. 
who is nearly always u corpora tioir. 


It matters not that the federal gov- 


ernment is equipped with a depart- 
ment of justice, a bureau of corpora- 
tions, an interstate commerce commis- 
sion, an industrial commission— all au- 
thorized to make inquiries into the in- 
justices which may be perpetrated— 
let some individual instance of wrong 
be cited with a resolution of inquiry 
and it is almost sure to pass. 


Turned Down a Committee. 


The Democratic house went so far as 


to turn down its own committee aud 
authorize nu investigation into the cop- 
per uiine strike in Michigan, although 
it was pointed out that the new indus- 
trial commission was authorized to 
take up just such cases and sift the 
facts. More thau that, the department 
of labor is authorized to go into such 
labor questions. But the investigating 
spirit was too strong, and a committee 
is now in the throes of another inves- 
tigation, although the rules committee 
was much opposed to the inquiry by 
the house. 


To do this the old theory of state 


rights was overturned, much to the 
discomfiture of the southern men. 


Our Old Friend the Record. 


Constantly there is a demand for an 


enlarged publication of the Congres- 
sional Record and that its circulation 
be made free or at a nominal cost to 
subscribers ill order that people may 
have an accurate knowledge of what 
:oes ou in congress. Senator Bacon is 
one of the strongest advocates of such 
a Record. Others have urged it. 


"If the Record carried the actual pro- 
•eedings of congress it would be a 
good thing." said Congressman Barn- 
hart of Indiana, who. as chairman of 
he printing committee, has given the 
matter a great deal of attention, "but 
t carries all sorts of publications, mis- 
cellaneous 
observations, 
newspaper 


clippings, magazine articles and per- 


opinion and personal glory com- 


munications. and the public would not 
and could uot/ead it"

tart and striking takes place, when 
tlrere have been harsh names and per- 
sonalities in debate, the entire matter 
is eliminated by mutual consent of tlse 
parties.

SAYS PENSIONS 


ABE TOO HIGH 


"My recommendation to council that 


the position of assistant fire chief be 
•ibolished, was in no way a persona) 
attack on 
the 
present 
incumbent, 


Dennis Foley," said Mayor Bigbee Sat- 
urday morning to the Advocate. The 
mayor was asked if it was his under- 
standing when the recommendation 
was made, that Foley would be with- 
out a job if council complied with the 
mayor's wishes. 


"I always have thought ii a mis- 


take," continued the 
mayor, "when 


council created the position of assist- 
ant chief. There is a growing tend- 
ency to create unnecessary offices. 


"I have nothing against Mr. Foley. 


and if council sees fit to provide a 
place for him other than the position 
of assistant chief I will have no ob- 
jections." 


The mayor also indicated that he 


thought the pension provided for in 
the firemen's pension ordinance was 
too high. He thinks 850 per month 
is too much for a pension. 


Assistant Chief Foley. who will be 


without a job if council abolishes his 
office, has been in the service of the 
department for 22 years. With three 
j ears more of service he will be eli- 
gible to retirement on a pension un- 
der the new ordinance passed a short 
time ago. When he learned of the 
mayor's recommendation to 
council, 


he consulted lawyers and found that 
the abolishment of the office would 
throw him out of a job entirely. He 
las no recourse whatever if council 
sees fit to do away with the office. 


What action council will take on 


the recommendation has not been in- 
dicated. Neither has any expression 
'roni the members given a hint what 
action will be taken on the proposi- 
ion to reduce the salary of the police 
chief
